than ibpt of Mr Aytouii can posslbly-be. 
Hut how is it, may wo as-k, that Mr 
Pemberlou>a views have experienced 
such a revol8ion.^Binoo :186Q?,. In bit 
interesting little booft" of that' 'date wo 
find him describing, in glowing terms, 
the proud position occupied by Van. 
couver Island as tho 'half-way bouse' 
lor Kiiglish commorce with Asia and 
Anstralia — tho solo outlet on the Paoidc 
to ' the^ true J^prtb west passage.* Has 
^e learnod so soon to disregard the 
opinions of Buch men as Captain Pullisor^ 
Dr Hoetor, Professor Jliud and oven 
Dr Rae— tho gentleinaa to whom Jiu 
'dedicated' his book— upon, ^he practic- 
ability of overland dbmmnnioation 
through British territory ? In the lictlo 
book referred to Mr Pemberton not 
only falls in with the theory of tho 
practicablity of an overland route on 
tbo north of the dOlh parallel; but he 
agrees with ecieoUfic -anthorily in ro- 
presenting it as immensely uupcrior 
to any possible route south of 
that lino. Where is Cato now?

Ic is quite true that tho 'wiring and 
Bealing'' process would be exploded by 
Annexation ; but would it trunnform an 
nnsoaworthy 'tub' into a flouting pa- 
lace, or cause population to flow hither V 
Are Vib id believe that the hoisting of 
the 'Stars and Stripes' is to be the talis- 
manlo signal for a rush of hitherto ro- 
Btraiued populuiiou and capital and 
BtoamboalB? How would this belief 
harmonize with tho new theory laid 
down in Mr Pemberton's first letter, 

relics of barbariam-r-,tbat the loss' civi 
lized a nation, the more clannish it is, 
and that all suoh exact lines of doinarcii- 
lion aro becoming perooptibly fainter 
under the coinbiiiod influences ot oda- 
cation, iho press, electricity aud aloam'?

tioOi' is ready to How in upon this colony 
the moment theso 'iinob' aro obliterated 
— no^by the infiaence of tbe great 
eivilizeri, bat b7';A,nni»iuit{0D. Sie can- 



not keep his cake and oat U, and we 
leave him to elect upou which horn of 
this dilemma ho cboaes to be impaled. In 
the last point Mr Pemberton aeoks to 
make he ia soaroely loss unfortunate. 
The 'able article' to which ho alludes 
as having boon published in this journal 
' from n Pugct Sound ootemporary,' 
was from the Orcgonian, a paper pub- 
lished in Portland, and to which the 
article was duly credited ; so that tbo 
nice little straw Castle built upon this 
orronoouB foundation must be loattored 
to tho winds, 'IB,' to adopt his own 
words, 'all moonshine.' With Annexa- 
tion and the terminus of overland 
communication on Puget Soaud, we 
greatly think wo would discover our- 
solyoa to be on the sixpenny side of 
tho Straita ; but with Confederation 
and a free port, or a liberal commercial 
policy, wo would most unqoestionably 
find oursolvoB on the shilling sido.

Mr. Perabei'ton would raiso between 
BriLiab subjects roiiding at home and 
thoso residing in the coloDiea ia agxee- 
mont with sentiments reoenllj ottered 
by his fovorilo authority. Wo find the 
Times of last month, in a loading ar- 
ticle, saying (with what sincerity wo do 
not protend to decide), 'All Englishmen 
regard oolocists as brother Englishmen 
and fellow snbjeots.' Mr., Pemberton 
and those who act with bim woald ap> 
poar to tako a different view. They 
Hoetn to prefer a transferrenco of their 
allogiauco to a foreign country to a 
praeticai-reoogn^tl?!! of their fellow 
Goloni'sVa as • brother Englishmen and 
fellow BubjoctB,' und the promotion of a 
closer union between each other and 
with tho parent Siate, with a view to 
giving solidity, pcrmauaucy and influ- 
ence to British power in America.

The caso of Kolly v. .Kolly is a very 
good illustration of the bind of oraolty 
by whiob ■ man may parseouto and, 
torture his wif«, sabjectiog bor to a 
kind of slow murder, wTthQot over 
liftipg bis baud ngalDal'' berj or- botn 
cai'tting at act wbioh can be cooatraed 
into so actual ausanlt. Short of blows 
every varioty of ill treatment wbich tho 
moat iDgcDlous and bttlor malico oould 
auggast wss'praotioed upou tbo wret' hed~ 
wtpa^. lo 1867 tbe Kev. Mr. Kolly 
ibobmbent of St. Gaorge'siijirerpool, 
disoordred that his wife bad been corres- 
ponding with ono of hor rolativos in 
regard to a legacy of £5,000 fVom her 
sister, which bad been in great part lost 
by the inveatment her htisband had 
ma'da oflt! Tbe suspicion 'inriplifd iti 
these lottors, niid tbo fnct tlint in a 
quarrel between Mr. Kolly and his son, 
wbich lod lo tho latter leaving tho 
house, Mrs Kolly rather sided with the 
young man,, wero oonstruod by; tbo 
roT. gaolloman into domeaiio inB,tiborr 
dioation and -defiance of maritui uu« 
tliorliy. Tbis assumed rebollious spirit 
bo Bot himself to subdue. Ho withdrew 
from all oommunioalioii with his witb 
except in tho wuy of reprouclios und 
obufe 001. tilling lier iu a separalo room 
rcfuhioj,' lo seo iuT except at family 
prayers, forbidding her to visit among 
the poor, or to aitoud the SacTHtnent, 
Ho called lior * vile apoatlo and traitor,' 
and doolarod that ' no inodoflt woman 
would aBBociale with her any lurro 
than with a prosliiute ' Ho,- boaltb 
gava way, tbo dootpr adyisod change, 
and as Ber hasbanid' wonld' not grant 
hia conseDt. she lati without it. Oo htr 
return tbe poiSacHtiona wore rodoublod. 
Hsro is the Judge's desoripiion of tho 
syBtematic torture appi d to hur : — 

She was entirely depoeed from her uatural 
posiiim as mi^trcsj of her huiDand'H house, 
ebe was debarred the use ol money eutirely, 
Bot only wore the household expenses witb- 
drswn' fron' bar control, bat aho was m t per 
roitted to dta'biirso aoyibing for ber own ni- 
aesiary expense*. Every arliole of dress, 
every IriAe tbat aba required, bad to be put 
down on paper and her husband provided ii 
if he thought proper, llavicg refused oj 
an ocoasioc of going iuto town to tell ber 
husband everywhere that she bad been, bd 
interdict waa placed on her gi ing out at will. 
At one lime tbe doora were locked to Iceep 
ber in, at another a man waa dcpnted to 
follow bet, at ano:her the respondent iusistcd 
00 accompanying ber bimsel', Ou those oc- 
casions be appears to bafo occupied tbe 
short time tbey wore together in what ho 
called putting her sin before her, io strong, 
coaisa aod abusive terma, applying to her 
tbe same epitbeta and langilege aa would be 
applicable to a woman wbo had been guilty 

ci adultery Those whom sbe desired lo 

sad weie lotbidden the buusa. She was 
absolutely prohibited from writing any 
letters onlesi the buaband aaw tbem before 
ibey were posted. With no oeoupatioo, de< 
barred Ibe aooiety si bar bnsbaod and ber 
aoo at boma and thal' of her frienda abroad, 
withrld from the peifotmauce of hor boune- 
bold duties, subordinated toaervantH, penri* 
lata, and ae far as ber husband could cfTL-ot 
it, Iriendlsis, tbe daily life of tbis laly was 
I'ttio better than an imprisonment, tbe soli- 
tary ailenoe of wbich was brokao only by 
tho laogaage of barsb rebnke, foul words 
and epiibiti bf ibaiilf, indignity and ebame. 
What wonder tbat under s ) grievous an op- 
preiaion her botlth at length gave wdy 7 
She could not eat, sbe hardly slept at all, 
aba was subject to constant trembling and 
fainting, ahe awoke involuntuiily scieamiog 
at night, and her netvoua system wua au 
Bbattered that tbe ir.adloal witoeasas de- 
clared paralyaia, or even madneaai to be 
imminent.
